DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: " a table 5 " (page 4, 
line 16), " the connecting rod 21 " ( page 6, line 7 ), " pivot pin 33 " (page 6, line8) and " pivot 
pin 34 " (page 6, line 9). Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1-5 are rejected under U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation " the connections and dimensions 11 in line 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Regarding claim 5, the applicants claim a press production series with presses comprising 
a machine frame, a ram comprising at least one electric motor and at least one eccentric shaft, 
and a table positioned opposite to the ram. It is unclear how the presses, as set forth in the 
preamble, can have only one ram with at least one electric motor and at least one eccentric shaft, 
and one table positioned opposite to the ram . 
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With reference to claim 1 and 5, the claim makes reference to press production series but 
does not positively recite these series along with their attendant drives. This feature is inferred 
and, accordingly, the subject matter is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hart (USPN 
3,269,219) in view of Telkamp et al. (USPN 6,305,279). Hart discloses a press machine 
comprising a frame (not labeled, figure 1), a die (5) is mounted on the ram or slide (6) that is 
attached to a ram guided (not labeled, figure 1) for movement in the vertical direction. The drive 
shaft (10) of the press carries pinion (1) meshing with gear (2) on eccentric shaft (3). The 
eccentric actuates the slide (6). The eccentric shaft (3) connected to a motor (not labeled) via a 
drive of a flywheel (8) that is mounted on a casing of a planetary transmission gears. A drive belt 
(66) is positioned between the planetary gear system and the motor. Opposite the ram or slide (6) 
is a table (not labeled, figure 1) for the attachment of a supporting die (7). Hart does not discloses 
an offset drive specific to various presses of the press production series for realization of 
different stroke speeds, a ram drive presetting a path-time trace and the same connections and 
dimensions of the planetary gear system which are uniform within the production series. 
However, Telkamp et al. disclose a series of press machines which each has different cam disc 
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(94) for drive in different speed. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to provide the drive system of Hart to a press production series 
in view of Telkamp to improve the efficiency of production and to save man-power. Further, 
with regards to the preset path-time trace of the ram drive, it is inherent in all ram drive systems 
to produce a path-time curve of the ram motion. Further still, regarding the connections and 
dimensions of the planetary gear system that are uniform within the production series, using 
Hart's press arrangement in series inherently achieves the same connections and dimensions of 
the planetary gear system that are uniform within the production series. 


Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Maeda et al. (USPN 4,434,646) shows a press using toggle mechanism and eccentric 
drive. Bigun (USPN 4,034,666) shows a crank press using toggle mechanism. Sapolsky (USPN 
3,557,686) shows a synchronized press line. Futamura et al. (JP 06126496 A) shows a plural 
processing units. Nishida (JP 06142996 A) shows a forming method and its equipment in tandem 
press line.
